Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 18-24, 26-31 and 33-36 of the amendment filed 6/13/2008 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of these claims: Nothing in the 
prior art anticipates or suggests, "with image quality of a virtual space image generated 
according to the second procedure being higher than that of a virtual space image generated 
according to the first procedure", in an image processing apparatus which is connected to a print 
unit adapted to print an image, and can output an image to be printed to the print unit, comprising 
an image sensing unit adapted to capture a real space image; a generation unit adapted to 
generate a virtual space image according to a viewpoint position and orientation of said image 
sensing unit; a composition unit adapted to obtain a mixed reality space image by combining the 
real space image captured by said image sensing unit and the virtual space image generated by 
said generation unit; a display unit adapted to display a mixed reality space image obtained by 
said composition unit; and an output unit adapted to output a mixed reality space image, which is 
obtained by said composition unit, to the print unit in response to an input of a print instruction, 
wherein said generation unit generates a virtual space image to be displayed by said display unit 
according to a first procedure, and said generation unit generates a virtual space image to be 
outputted by said output unit according to a second procedure with image quality of a virtual 
space image generated according to the second procedure being higher than that of a virtual 
space image generated according to the first procedure, set forth in the base claim 18. The claims 
19-24, 26-31 and 33-36 are allowed for the same reason set forth above.
